The invention relates to an impocoved 
stand for aapporting itanwocks, eribs, 
baskets or tfie like abcp?e ground level 
10 and is of light and colla|>si&e design so 
aa to be easily wvable vs^beB. erected and 
transportatole wjie-n* ootLle^psed m dia-- 
m»itttled. - . .. 

The stand is naade np of eight jaieia.ber& 
15 xn timbex or n^etal secuted to eaefc od;lL&r 
by bolts elips ox other standard metEmd 
of feing fii wood <yr iron. 

In order to maike c\&a^ the scop© of 
the invention tho following geseraJr 
20 description of the construction .of a stand 
for o;i*ddnaj:y ha^opnook is given as 
made up in tiinber. ^ 

Selecting ~ eigibt slats or lengths of 
timber abont aix feet long and three 
26 inche^ by five eighths^ of, an inch -thick 
(all dimensions are approximate). TaSi 
two pairs of slats and in each pair drill 
three approximate diameter three eighths 
holes three inches; eighteen inches and 
sixty-six inches measnring from one end. 
Bolt each paii^ together through hole 
sixtynsix inches from ends and spring 
apart at ends remote from bolts by insert- 


ing cross stays at holes three inch oj^id 
ei^teen m,(^ from ends.. The resnXt 35 
wSl be t^o strnotures .each resembling ^ 
capital letter JH^ "with two cross atroJkes:. 

Setting these frwo struetures np in 
opposition to each other temporarily snp- 
poorted at an anjgle of from SO degrees to 40 
6.0 degrees from the gronnd or fioor level 
and tops inclined a.way imm eadji other 
take remaioiag fonr slats and drill holes 
three inches from both ends of .of ^ 
them and nsing in pairs ^ach qao ond 45 
of ^^ch slat to ends, of cross stay in first 
frJTOc 18 inches above gronncj. and 
other .enda oi sanxe slats to .cross stay on 
second A franjne 3 jtnchea alto^^e ^i^und ^. 
level* • 50 
. The^ sfenctnre will then present yie:seed 
in elevation from either side two ^ frames 
ia opposition aa described inclined away 
from each other and cnnnected togetber ;\ 
by two slats which cross nnd form, a flat- 55 
tened :capital X ^tii ^-ach ?wo 
more holes are now drilled throngh both 
-paks of slats v?here they cross to form 
an X and a bolt cross stay -passed iteongh 
all fonr slats secures the strncture. 

The A frames may be erected at 90 
degrees to the ground or inclined towards 
or away from each other.

this invention and in what manner the 
same is to be performed, to be particu- 
larly described and ascertained in and by 75 
the following statement: — 

The invention consists of a portable 
collapsible and extensible stand subBtan- 
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tially as illustrated hx the acoompany- 
ing drawing. It is composed of eiglit 
timber slats (metal tubes or bars migbt 
be substituted if desired but illxistra- 

^ tiou sbows stand made up in timber) and 
five cross stay bolts of various iengtbs. 

. For stay bolt ^o. 5 two sbort bolts may 
^ be substituted. 

The two uprigbt frames from which 
the hammock or the like is to be sus- 
pended may take the form of A frames 
or the two members composiag each may 
be secured apart from each other at the 
apex of the Aj though shown in illus- 

15 tration bolted hard together, altexnatively 
the portions of the A frames above iOie 
cross bolt stays 1 and 2 on accompany- 
ing drawing may be dispensed with. The 
two upright frames are secured in posi- 

20 tion by means of two pairs of slats C, B, 
E, F, witii slots as shown at Gr and H 
BO that heads of " A " or abbreviated 
A frames which support hammock or the 
like may be brought closer together or 

26 polled fuxiher apart to suit the length 
of the object it is proposed to suspend. 
The suspension ends of the latter if single 
may be slipped over suspension hooks .6 
and 7^or if provided with a cross bar the 

30 latter may be otlierwise- secured to 
upright " A " or- abbreviated A " 
frames and stand extended . as above 
• described tiU the desired degree of taut- 
ness is attained when nuts on centre cross 

35 stay are tightened up. The stand* has. 
been so designed -that the eight wood 
filats.;. metal_ tubes, or .angle, irons form-, 
ing fr-amework- may if desired be o£ 
exactly similar dimensions thereby reduc- 

40 ing cost of -production, packing, ware- 
hiousing and transport. 
- Having now-particularly described and 


ascertained the nature of our Baid inven- 
tion and in what manner the same is to 
be performed, we declare that what we 
claim is : — 

1. A structure capable of supporting 
a hammock or object similarly suspended, 
built up of four uprigh.ts each having one. 
tension and one compression member 
forming with the lower portion of each 
upright a triangular frame and by hav- 
ing two of these uprights in opposition 
and in the same vertical plane with apices 
of angles formed by tension, and com- 
pression members meeting at or about a 
central support the remaining two 
uprights being similarly treated to make 
the two side frames of the stand, the 
whole structure is completed by the pro- 
vision of cross stays 1, 2, 3, 4 and 6, 
substantially as shown in dewing 
attached, the cross stays being arranged 
to secure side frames at any desired dis- 
tance apart additional bolts or stay bolts 
being added as required to stiffen extra 
length of " A or abbreviated /' A 
frames. 

E. -A structural combination as 
described in Claim 1 composed o£ eight 70 
lengths of timber or metal . with .cross 
stays and bolts substantially as. described 
in specification and illustrated by accom- 
panying drawing and provided with 
slotted holes at points where members 
C, D, E, E, cross over to allow of exten- 
sion or contaraction of stand as ^described. 

3. A structure^ as described in Claim 1 
of which members A, B, C, D, E, L, 
M, in timber, or metal can be of. exactly 
similar , dimensions .
